It was moved by Van Weelden seconded by VVander Molen to approve January
bills in the amount of $598,858.58. All present voted aye. Motion carried.

It was moved by Doland seconded by Gordy to approve the following additions to
payroll for the treasurer’s department: Shirley Mitrisin at a rate of $7.86/hour as well as
Sarah Hol at a rate of $7.72/hour effective March 23, 2015 for approximately three weeks
during the tax season. All present voted aye. Motion carried.

It was moved by Doland seconded by VVander Molen to adopt the following
resolution reflecting a $.60 per capita commitment to the AHEAD Regional Housing
Trust Fund for FY15-16.

Supervisor Vander Molen and Supervisor Doland will work with MCDG and
Co-Line on the urban renewal plan. All present voted aye. Motion carried.

It was moved by Vander Molen seconded by VVan Weelden to authorize chair to
sign FSA form for Base Reallocation and Yield Update Decision for Agriculture Risk
Coverage and Price Loss Coverage Programs regarding county farm splitting corn and
soybeans evenly at 124.35 acres. All present voted aye. Motion carried.

The board tabled a presented resolution approving transfer of county farm.
